Belter care could 
be Nikki’s legacy

THE father of a 26-year-old 
cancer victim whose GP was 
not struck off despite missing 
her cancer eight times has 
been reassurred doctors will be 
better regulated in the future. 

The family of Luton on Sunday 
sales advisor Nikki Sams, who 
died in 2007, were this week 
finally told by the deputy chief 
executive of the General 
Medical Council (GMC) that he 
recognised there is ‘room for 
improvement’ in its fitness to 
practise procedures. 

GP Dr Navin Shankar missed 
Nikki’s cervical cancer signs 
eight times and frequently 
ignored her pleas for hospital 
checks between 1999 and 2004 
before she was diagnosed in 
2006 having been transferred 
from his practice in Wigmore 
Lane Health Centre, Luton. 

The GMC did not strike off Dr 
Shankar, despite finding him 
guilty of misconduct, but in 
February 2011 he took himself 
off the doctors’ register and 
maintained he was ‘not at fault 
for’ her death. 

The Council for Healthcare 
Regulatory Excellence raised 
‘concerns’ over the GMC’s 
investigation into Dr Shankar’s 
conduct, and said the GMC 
could have ‘obtained clearer 
expert evidence’ for Dr 
Shankar’s hearing. 

Last year the Health Select 
Committee challenged the 
GMC to improve its processes, 
which also includes ‘speeding 
up its investigations and mak¬ 
ing them more cost effective’. 




For five years Nikki’s family 
have fought the GMC over what 
they saw as its inability to prop¬ 
erly regulate GPs. 

But their tireless campaigning 
over the years - which has been 


supported by LoS - looks like it 
may finally be bearing some 
fruit after a meeting on Tuesday 
when Nikki’s father and sister, 
Mike and foanne Sams, and 
Stephen Barclay, MP for North 
East Cambridgeshire where Mr 
Sams now lives in Wisbech, met 
with GMC deputy chief execu¬ 
tive Paul Philip at the House of 
Commons. 

After the hour-long meeting, 
Mr Sams said: “Em very 
pleased. Mr Philip was very nice 
and said what we’d been 
through was absolutely 
appalling. 

“Mr Barclay talked about 
reforms, and about the fact I 
had no legal representation 
during Dr Shankar’s hearings. 

“NUdci can never be replaced, 
the loss is unbearable, but 
maybe something good can 
come out of this, like legal rep¬ 
resentation for families of 
patients or the right to appeal 
GMC fitness to practise hearing 
decisions, which there is cur¬ 
rently not scope for. 


“Mr Philip admitted that the 
GMC has got many problems 
and that it is totally reactive, not 
proactive, and that it is trying to 
rectify this. 

“Hopefully all this won’t be in 
vain and nobody will have to go 
through the five years that my 
family has had to. 

“I feel we’re finally getting 
through to the right people 

Mr Barclay said: “Although 
nothing could make up for the 
loss of Nicola, the meeting 
identified a number of key areas 
where GMC powers are lacking. 

“Particularly the threshold 
which an incompetent doctor 
must pass before being struck 
off is far too high and the GMC 
lack any powers of appeal 
against decisions not to strike 
off doctors. 

“I will now be working in 
Parliament to bring about 
change to ensure no other fam¬ 
ily have to endure what the 
Sams have.” 

In a statement Mr Philip said: 
‘Meeting Mr Sams and listening 
to his experience was really 
important - it also gave me the 
opportunity to express, in per¬ 
son, my sympathy for the loss of 
his daughter. 

‘I was also able to talk to Mr 
Sams and Mr Barclay about the 
changes we are putting in place 
to make sure we deal with com¬ 
plaints about doctors quickly 
and effectively 

‘A key part of our reforms is 
the introduction of revalida¬ 
tion, which we expect to begin 
later this year - this will mean 
that all doctors have to regular¬ 
ly show that they are up to date 
to do their job.’

GCSE meeting 

LUTON North MP Gavin 
Shuker has called a meet¬ 
ing with headteachers fol¬ 
lowing the controversial 
GCSE results this summer. 

Across the country, more 
than 500,000 students sat 
their English Language 
GCSE under England’s 
largest exam board, 
Assessment and 

Qualifications Alliance. 

However, a change in the 
structure of the board’s 
marking halfway through 
the academic year meant 
that many students did not 
achieve the results they 
expected. 

Mr Shuker said: “I have 
spoken to headteachers in 
Luton about how this has 
affected their schools, 
plans once they leave 
school. This is not just a

Bomb threat man 
given prison term

A DEPRESSED loner who threatened to 
bomb Buckingham Palace, the Houses of 
Parliament, Downing Street and all flights 
from Gatwick Airport has been jailed for 
15 months. 

Vinnie Chavda, of Wellington Street, 
Luton, also sent malicious and threatening 
letters to two bank managers following a 
grievance with Lloyds TSB. 

Chavda, 31, demanded that millions of 
pounds in cash should be delivered in black 
holdalls to the garden of his flat and wanted 
the Prime Minister to change the immigra¬ 
tion laws, after he was once challenged re - 
entering the country even though he has 
British citizenship. 

The letters also made threats to the fami¬ 
lies of the Prime Minister, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and the two bank managers 
of Lloyds branches in Luton and Dunstable 
and were signed as though they had come 
from the ‘Krananga’ terrorist group. 

Prosecutor Simon Heptonstall said when 
Chavda was arrested on February 20 this 


year at his flat they found the cabin layouts 
for the A340 and A380 planes, a local news¬ 
paper cutting about a chemical explosion, 
the Argos catalogue numbers for the 
holdalls he wanted the money delivered in 
and the SIM card for the mobile phone 
number he had given. 

He admitted being the author of the let¬ 
ters and an email, but blamed his actions 
on being depressed. 

Chavda pleaded guilty at Luton Crown 
Court to four charges of communicating 
false information with intent and two 
charges of sending letters containing 
threats. 

fudge Richard Foster told him on Friday: 
“These threats were made prior to the 
Olympic Games when there were height¬ 
ened security concerns in London. 

“You told police you did not think you 
would be taken seriously, but hoaxes of this 
kind which have the potential to cause dis¬ 
ruption require deterrent sentences. 

“You have a personality disorder which is 
not a mental illness, and I can see absolute¬ 
ly no alternative to an immediate custodial 
sentence."

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Mum-to-be is banned 
from taking nail course

A PREGNANT student has 
been banned from a beauty 
college course because chem¬ 
icals might harm her unborn 
baby. 

Becky Sterry (pictured) was 
told by Barnfield College she 
could not undertake her nail 
technology course on the third 
and final year on account of 
health and safety grounds. 

The UK Health and Safety 
Executive does not provide 
specific advice for pregnant 
workers who are working with 
nail chemicals on a beauty 
course. 

Becky, of The Hedgerow, 
Luton, who is five months 
pregnant, said: “The college 
said I was fine to do it, but I 
just got back and there will be 
acrylics fumes in January and 
that means they won’t let me 
do the course. 

“I was told by the tutor in 
May at the end of my second 
year I’d be fine to do it, but 
there is a different head of 
department who has banned it 
on health and safety grounds. 

“I rang up another college 
who said I could do the same 


course as long as I wear a mask 
and have a fan on next to me, 
but Barnfield have said no to 
it.” 

Barnfield College’s faculty 
director, Mike La-Traille, said: 
“Barnfield has a duty of care 
under health and safety legis¬ 
lation to consider the risks of 
all activities undertaken by 
students and the Health & 
Safety Management 

Regulations require particular 
attention to be paid to expec¬ 
tant mothers. 

“This decision was deter¬ 
mined following a compre¬ 
hensive risk assessment con¬ 
ducted by our Health and 
Safety manager during which 
the perceived risks from nail 
technology chemicals and 
expectant mothers exposure 
to them - with potential risks 
to the unborn child- were fully 
considered. 

“This decision relates only to 
the nail technology course and 
we have invited the student to 
enrol onto a different course, 
where her unborn child would 
not be exposed to a risk that 
may be harmful. 

“We are focussed on acting in 
the best interests of our stu¬ 
dent.” 



Flytippers cost taxpayers more than £440k 


TAXPAYERS have forked out 
more than £440,000 to clear 
up mess left by flytippers in 
the last three years. 

Figures from Luton 
Borough Council show that 
in 2010/11,4,975 flytipping 
incidents were recorded, of 
which 64 per cent were 
investigated, while in 
2011/2012,3394 incidents 
were recorded, of which 71 
per cent have been looked 
into. 

As a result, it is estimated 


that the clean-up for costs 
for 2010/2011 were 
£252,658, while in 2011/2012 
it has totalled £198,596. 

Over this period, ten peo¬ 
ple have been prosecuted in 
court, with seven receiving 
fines ranging between £90 
and £525, before costs. 

The three others settled 
their cases out of court and 
received fines of £395, £455 
and £525 before costs. 

A council spokesman said: 
‘The number of flytipping 


incidents has reduced, which 
we believe is directly 
attributable to proactive and 
targeted enforcement result¬ 
ing in several high profile 
prosecutions of prolific 
offenders. 

“The council is committed 
to improving the quality of 
the environment for local 
residents, as well as pursu¬ 
ing prosecutions. 

“If a resident sees someone 
flytipping, please call the 
customer call centre on 


(01582) 510333 as soon as 
possible. 

“The information needed 
for the council to take action 
against the flytipper includes 
where/when it happened, 
vehicle registration, descrip¬ 
tion of persons involved and 
type of waste flytipped. 

“The quicker we receive 
information the quicker we 
can deal with it, but it is the 
council tax payers of Luton 
who pay the price for clean¬ 
ing up flytipping.”

A MEETING called to decide the 
future of a senior community 
leader was cancelled after mis- 
communication led to fears that 
the death of a teenager would 
lead to widespread unrest. 

Marsh Farm Community Forum 
(MFCF) was due to meet on 
September 6 to discuss emails 
sent by one of its vice-chairmen, 
Victor Cowell, which contained 
derogatory jokes about 
Liverpudlians. 

MFCF cancelled the meeting 
under the impression that police 
had advised that ‘tension in the 
Marsh Farm area’ following the 
death of Delaney Brown the pre¬ 
vious day might make it unsafe - 


but the police did not in fact say 
this. 

Joyce Yearwood, the other vice- 
chairman of MFCF, said: “We 
were told by Marsh Farm Futures, 
who said the police told them, we 
should not have this meeting 
after the sad incident with the 
young man who died. 

“Obviously there was tension in 
the area and it was better not to 
have the meeting.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Clearly there has 
been some miscommunication as 
there was no reason for this meet¬ 
ing to have been cancelled. 

“If the lady involved can contact 
Bedfordshire Police with the 


details of the officer we can con¬ 
tact the officer to verify the situa¬ 
tion and ensure this doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again.” 

The day after the death of Mr 
Brown, 19, rumours surfaced on 
social media networks that wide¬ 
spread disorder was taking place 
in Marsh Farm. 

At the time, police confirmed a 
small group had congregated in 
the area, removing household 
bins, shouting and being abusive 
towards residents, and that two 
reports of minor damage to cars 
were also received. 

But the group was quickly dis¬ 
persed and no other reports of 
disorder were reported.

Witnesses ‘key’ 
to murder inquiry

TWO men and a woman with 
a pushchair are being sought 
by police as vital witnesses to 
the death of a cyclist last 
week. 

Delaney Brown (pictured), 19, 
of Bark Close, Hockwell Ring 
was on his bike when he was 
killed in a hit-and-run collision 
with a car in Vincent Road, 
Leagrave, on September 5. 

Bedfordshire Police said they 
‘believe this was a deliberate 
and unnecessary act which 
originates from a disagree¬ 
ment between two individuals 
from different families’. 

At a press conference on 
Wednesday Detective Chief 
Inspector Steve Collin, who is 
leading the murder inquiry, 
said: “A woman pushing a 
buggy with two children was 
seen in Vincent Road 
moments before the collision. 
She has been described as 
white, with a tanned com¬ 
plexion, approximately 5ft 
6ins tall, in her late 20s, with 
dark hair in a ponytail. 

“It is believed she turned 
around and walked away in 
the opposite direction when 


the collision happened. Two 
men wearing Balfour Beatty 
uniforms were also seen in 
the street at around the same 
time.” 

Earlier this week an 18-year- 
old was arrested on suspicion 
of Mr Delaney’s murder 
before being bailed. 

During Wednesday’s press 
conference DCI Collin said in 
a statement: ‘A car, a silver 
One Series BMW, was found 
in Morris Close, Marsh Farm, 
on the following morning 
with damage to the front con¬ 
sistent with a collision. 

‘I believe this car was the 
vehicle which was used to kill 
Delaney. It is a stolen vehicle 
originally from the Hounslow 
area, index number WF11 RWV 
and I am seeking any informa¬ 
tion relating to where this car 
has been since it was stolen on 
July 16 and information relat¬ 
ing to those who abandoned it.’

SIR - This week (September 17-23) 
is our annual Meningitis Awareness 
Week and Meningitis Research 
Foundation (MRF) would like to 
remind the people of Luton and 
Dunstable to Be Meningitis Wise. 

Meningitis and septicaemia are 
deadly diseases that can strike any¬ 
one without warning, killing one in 
ten, and leaving a quarter of sur¬ 
vivors with life altering after-effects 
ranging from deafness and brain 
damage to loss of limbs. 

MRF recently explored the impact 
of the diseases in our project 
‘Counting the Cost of Meningitis’ 
and estimated that the lifelong 
costs to the UK Government of 
medical treatment and ongoing 


(MFCDT) in an unfinished and 
unsatisfactory state and both Mr 
Cowell and Mr Nelson were 
members of the MFCDT board 
previously. 

As a result our priority over the 
last 18 months has been dealing 
with the catalogue of defects and 
latent defects that we were left 
with, so that the empty spaces 
Mr Nelson complains about, can 
be occupied as soon as practical. 

I am not entirely convinced 
that Mr Nelson and Mr Cowell 
have the MFCF or the residents’ 
interests at heart.

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Councillor hits 
out at dividend 
plan to cover 
festival loss

THE use of a Luton Airport 
dividend to cover the near- 
£400,000 Love Luton Festival 
loss has been criticised as a 
‘smoke and mirrors trick’ by 
a councillor. 

Luton Borough Council 
revealed this week it would be 
requesting a special dividend 
of £400,000 from the Luton 
Airport operators to pay for 
the £394,000 loss incurred by 
the July event. 

The decision was announced 
during Monday’s executive 
meeting where council leader 
Cllr Hazel Simmons expressed 
her regret over the deficit and 
said the dividend would be 
used ‘to take away taxpayer 
obligation’. 

But the move has come 
under strong criticism from 
Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Franks. 

He said: “Pretending to use 
airport dividend to cover the 
festival loss is a smoke and 
mirrors con trick. 

“The £400,000 would be 
coming to the council any¬ 
way, it is not new money and 
if it were not for the financial 
disaster of the Love Luton 
Festival it would have been 
used to support vital council 
services. 

“They can’t spend it twice, 
so they are still going to have 
to chop £400,000 from some¬ 
where in the budget.” 

A financial report into the 
festival published by the 
council said that, among 
other things, poor weather 
and negative local media 
coverage were part of the rea¬ 
sons that affected the event’s 
promotion. 

It also said there were ‘high¬ 
er than expected costs for 
hosting the event’, but figures 



in the report show that the 
total cost of the festival was 
£1.103m - less than the origi¬ 
nal expenditure estimate in 
January of £1.17m. 

■ Luton on Sunday asked the 
council how much it paid the 
Love Luton director Robert 
Lee, who organised the event. 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “The informa¬ 
tion is exempt from disclo¬ 
sure under section 43 of the 
Freedom of Information Act 
in that its disclosure would, 
or, would be likely to preju¬ 
dice the commercial interests 
of the contractor involved 
and the council is of the view 
that the public interest in 
maintaining the exemption 
outweighs the public interest 
in the disclosure of the infor¬ 
mation.” 

LoS has asked the council to 
review this refusal decision as 
we believe it is in the public 
interest for the authority to 
disclose this information.

Crucial role of teachers is 
ignored in schools debate 


S O, if not exactly taking off, 
Free Schools are popping up 
to add yet another option to 
parents. As I have said before, I am 
not overly concerned about Free 
Schools as such, but more the 
perpetual desire to fiddle with 
education, or to be more accurate 
the system used to deliver the 
teaching. 

My own experience is an 
interesting illustration. My two 
daughters and I have all been 
educated in the state system in 
the same county. I went to junior 
school, 5-11, then took the 11 plus, 
passed and went to grammar 
school. My eldest daughter was 
educated in a three-tier 
comprehensive system. My 
youngest daughter started in a 
three-tier comprehensive system, 
which is morphing into two-tier in 
an almost random way and when 
she gets to secondary or upper 
school it will be an Academy. 

Of course, for those who can 
afford it and do not want their kids 
to mix with hoi polloi, there is also 
private education. But it can be 
seen, just from that personal 
example, how education systems 
change faster than Governments 
in Italy. Politicians and 
governments in this country just 
cannot help continually tinkering 
with the education systems. 

It is a political football where 
ideology is much more important 
than the desire to improve the 
education of our youngsters. This is 
demonstrated by the fact that very 
little of the changes seem 
evidence based. The bright children 
of the middle classes often have 


the best and most expensive 
education and remain the 
brightest, while often the dumbest 
are consigned to sink schools and 
end up the dumbest. This sad truth 
is generally irrespective of which 
system the current government is 
presently lauding as the solution. 

We seem to spend billions of 
pounds and continuous 
educational upheaval, and upheaval 
for the youngsters, to basically 
preserve the status quo. 

The changes are, like most other 
policies these days, made by 
politicians who seem happy to play 
with the lives of people about 
whom they know nothing, and 
mess with systems neither they 
nor their children will ever use. 

It is all about their ideology, which 
they fit to the system they want. 
So for one side of the political 
divide it concerns markets and the 
private economy. For the other it 
must be egalitarian and statist. 
[Nobody cares very much what Lib 
Dems think, as they will say one 
thing and do another anyway] 

The first is sure to create failures, 
both in individuals and institutions, 
the second bureaucracy and 
levelling off. From experience and a 
wide range of evidence, admittedly 
anecdotal, the one element of 
education that does make a 
difference, is not type of school, 
number of schools, variety of 


schools and different education 
systems. It is teachers. Good 
teachers will get results out of any 
system and bad teachers will fail in 
any system. Perhaps instead of 
continually messing with the 
structure, we could start with that 
fact. 

T ALKING of education, we have 
reached that maths 
homework time again. 

Our youngest is now in middle 
school and doing proper arithmetic 
such as long multiplication and 
division. I happen to be quite good 
at these, not least because we had 
to do them in detention, when I 
was at school, using a book called 
long tots and cross tots. 

Detention became an almost 
weekly event. I blamed the rules. 

Anyway our daughter asked for 
help and, even though I knew what 
was coming, agreed. 

As I began to show her, the cry of 
‘We don’t do it like that’ went up. I 
hadn’t built a grid. We didn’t build 
grids and you don’t need to build 
grids, I responded, but she did and 
does. I have suffered the same fate 
with other children and left her to 
it. I understand that with maths 
getting the answer isn’t enough 
and a method has to be 
demonstrated. But why do they 
keep changing it? There is 
madness in their methods.

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Group vows to fight 
plans for new homes

CONCERNS have been raised 
over a plan to build more than 
28,000 homes. 

Central Bedfordshire Council's 
Draft Development Strategy aims 
to deliver 28,750 homes and 
27,000 jobs over 20 years on land 
north of Houghton Regis, north of 
Luton and east of Leighton 
Linslade. 

But at a meeting on Tuesday, 
Luton Borough Council asked for 
assurances that the green land 
running from the Luton conurba¬ 
tion to the surrounding country¬ 
side should be maintained and 
enhanced. 

In particular, they have asked 
that this should include a 250m 
wide ‘green lung’ along the urban 
edge to protect the amenity of 
residents living on the urban 
boundary. 

The authority also asked for 
clarification that no work will 
begin on the project until the 
completion of the Luton M1-A6 
Northern Bypass, to mitigate any 
impact on the roads. 

Pat Conway, co-ordinator of 
campaign group No North, said: 
“We welcome Luton Council’s 
response to the Central Beds’ 
development strategy. We main¬ 
tain that the North of Luton will 
have a devastating impact on the 
existing local residents and it is 
something we will continue to

campaign against. The insistence 
by Luton that any development 
should have a green buffer and 
that the Luton Northern Bypass 
must be in place before develop¬ 
ment begins is strongly support¬ 
ed by our vast 2,000-plus mem¬ 
bership. 

“No North consider that the 
development to the North of 
Luton is not viable because of the 
cost of the necessary infrastruc¬ 
ture and will not stand up to 
scrutiny at a planning enquiry.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The council has 
considered the report and its 


implications very carefully and 
asked Central Bedfordshire to 
ensure there will be no significant 
development near Luton before 
the necessary supporting infra¬ 
structure, such as traffic bypass¬ 
es, are in place.” 

Central Bedford¬ 
shire councillor 
Nigel Young 
said: “The Land 
North of Luton 
element of the 
strategy is part 
of our propos¬ 
als to bring 
much needed 
housing to the 
area, alongside 
possibilities for new 
jobs and important new infra¬ 
structure, including the link 
between the A6 and the Ml, 
which will significantly reduce 
congestion in local villages like 
Streatley and Sundon. 

“This particular development 
formed part of previous joint 
Core Strategy (the predecessor to 
this development strategy), and 
was previously supported by 
Luton Borough Council. 

“We will carefully consider any 
detailed comments from Luton 
Council and they will feed into 
the decision making process as 
we move to the next stage of the 
strategy. Both they and other 
interested parties will have fur¬ 
ther chances to have a say, when 
this is published early next year.”

DOCTORS and nurses will be given the power to make 
decisions about how health services are run when the 
primary care trust NHS Luton ceases to exist in April 
2013. LAUREN ARCHELL speaks to Dr Nina Pearson about 
how the changes will benefit the people of Luton. 


FROM next year, there will be big 
changes made to the way NHS 
services are distributed through¬ 
out the country. 

It’s the result of the Health and 
Social Care Bill, which means all 
areas will now have a clinical 
commissioning group (CCG), to 
plan, buy and design services 
according to need, as deter¬ 
mined by clinicians. 

Luton has its own CCG, which 
is a shadow group at present, but 
next month it will apply for 
authorisation and will be offi¬ 
cially approved to become a 
legal entity in its own right. 

Assistant Clinical chairman of 
LCCG Dr Nina Pearson, a clini¬ 
cian at the Lea Vale Medical 
group in Luton, explained how 
the group has come together. 

She said: “The Government 
decided that they would like to 
some reorganisation of the NHS 
and put clinicians - GPs and 
practice nurses - in the driving

seat for decision making. This 
received a stormy reception in 
the commons, but it did get 
through Parliament and we have 
been preparing for this for 
around 18 months. 

“It has been ongoing in terms 
of getting GPs and practice nurs¬ 
es involved in looking at the 
services there are in the commu¬ 
nity and at the hospital, and 
seeing how they can be designed 
in different ways so that they are 
more efficient and there is a 
better outcome for patients. 

“Luton CCG has already 
worked closely with the council’s 
Health and Wellbeing Board in 
developing three priority out¬ 
comes for a healthier Luton 
based on the local health needs 
expressed in the ioint Strategic 
Needs Assessment. 

“These are that every child and 
young person has a healthy start 
in life, reducing health inequali¬ 
ties in Luton, and trying to sup¬ 
port healthier and more inde¬ 
pendent and adults and older 
people.” 

In practice, Dr Pearson said 
that the introduction of the CCG 
and the health priorities will 
have a great benefit on the resi-

dents. She said: “I think there is 
quite a lot of anxiety about 
things changing and all implod¬ 
ing or thinking that there will be 
cuts left right and centre. 

“I want to calm those fears and 
say yes, things will be done dif¬ 
ferently and it won’t look the 
same, but it will feel better and 
there will be a better outcome. 


“For the patient, what I hope 
they will notice is that their voice 
is heard and that their opinion 
on what service they are receiv¬ 
ing will be listened to. 

“It will also mean that a patient 
will have to tell their story once, 
and with their permission, the 
clinicians can share the relevant 
information, rather than asking 


the patient to explain what has 
happened over and over. 

“Hopefully they also will also 
see an improved efficiency and 
less bureaucracy. 

“More services will be available 
in the patients own GP surgery 
or locality. 

“Not everything will require a 
patient to go up to the hospital, 
thing will be moved closer to 
home and I would hope they 
would notice that some things 
will happen quicker.” 

Dr Pearson added that she felt 
the increased involvement of 
GPs and practice nurses in deci¬ 
sion making, would be of great 
benefit to the patient. 

She said: “Of course doctors 
and nurses work with patients all 
of the time. 

“They hear their story and see 
their experience, whether they 
be good or bad. 

“Now, when they are looking at 
developing new pathways, they 
can bring that experience with 
them to the decision making 
process. 

“All the doctors and nurses 
involved with the LCCG have 
worked in Luton for a long time 
and are committed to the locality. 

“For a long time services have 
been provided in the way that 
suits the provider, when some¬ 
times that actually isn’t what 
suits the patients or the carers. 

“We want to change that and 
put the patient at the centre of 
the services we provide and the 
decisions we make.”

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Inquiry over green land

TAXPAYERS will have to foot the 
bill for up to £30,000 in legal fees 
for a public inquiry over an 
application by residents to turn a 
piece of land into a village green. 

Luton Borough Council and 
developers Wates want to build 
houses on the land at Ickley Close, 
but they are having to overcome 
an application - supported by 77 
letters from residents and a peti¬ 
tion signed by 23 people - for the 
land to be officially designated as a 
'town or village green’ for Icknield. 

This application has received 
objections from the council, 
along with Wates and solicitors 
Winckworth Sherwood LLR but, 
as the authority is both the 
landowner and one of the objec¬ 
tors, an independent legal advi¬ 
sor has to hold a public inquiry. 

A statement from the council 
said it estimated the costs would 
be between £10,000-£15,000 each 
for the independent advisor and 
their own legal representation. 

The residents contesting the 
development plans say they have 
been using the land for recre¬ 
ational activities since it was 
transferred to the council by 
developers in 1977. 

Stephanie Swift, one of the resi¬ 
dents campaigning against the 
plans, said: “This is what we 
expected, even though we fulfil 
the criteria for the application the 
council have objected. We have 
evidence which we will put for¬ 
ward and we knew that going to 
an inquiry would cost money. 

“I have lived here 27 years and 


the residents and public of this 
area desperately need to keep this 
field. 

“Luton has not got enough green 
spaces and we cannot keep build¬ 
ing on every piece of green land. 

“The children and young people 
need somewhere to play and if we 
take it away they are going to end 
up on street corners. It's such a 
valuable community space." 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The figure given at Regulation 
Committee as a rough estimate 
was up to £20,000. A further 
£20,000 legal cost was contem¬ 
plated as the council is likely to 
incur further legal costs in its 
capacity as an objector to the 
application. 

“However, it is likely the actual 
fee paid to an independent expert 
for conducting the inquiry will be 
significantly less than £20,000 ie 
£10-£15,000. 

“This fee would include the 
time counsel spends considering 
the brief, settling directions, 


preparing for the public inquiry, 
site visits, travel time, attending 
the inquiry and drafting the 
report. The inquiry is likely to 
take several days to conclude. 

“These costs are unavoidable as 
the council, in its capacity as the 
registering authority, must be 
completely impartial. The fact the 
council is also an objector and the 
landowner brings about a clear 
conflict of interest which makes it 
necessary to use an independent 
legal expert to carry out a non- 
statutory public inquiry as part of 
the adjudication process in deter¬ 
mining the application. 

“With regard to the further cost 
of £20,000 estimated as the legal 
cost of representing the council 
in its capacity as an objector, this 
too is likely be significantly less ie 
£10-£15,000. 

“Objectors are not obliged to 
engage their own legal represen¬ 
tatives but in practice tend to do 
so when they have a significant 
interest to protect.”

Addict admits selling 
cable to fund habit

A HEROIN addict sold stolen 
railway cable worth more than 
£500 to fund his addiction. 

Joshua Pogson, 30, of Hockwell 
Ring Road, Luton, pleaded to ten 
counts of theft by finding after 
appearing at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday, September 5. 
The court heard that Pogson 


claimed to have found the cable 
in a number of wooden crates in a 
car park near to Leagrave Train 
station in June. 

He then hid the crates and took 
short sections of cable worth 
between £30 and £60 at a time to 
a scrap metal dealer to sell on ten 
occasions between June and July. 

His actions were first brought to 
the attention of the police when 
he called a taxi driver to pick him 


up and take him to the location 
where he had hidden the cable, 
before he returned to the car with 
a length of the metal. 

He then asked the driver to drop 
him off at a scrap metal dealer. The 
total value of the cable that was 
sold is estimated to total £530.20. 

The sentencing was adjourned, 
with Pogson next due to appear at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
September 2J.

Warning to keep homes 
safe from chimney fires

WITH summer drawing to a close, 
householders are being urged to take 
steps towards preventing chimney fires. 

Each year, Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service deals with about 50 chimney 
related fires in Luton and the rest of the 
county. 

The service has warned that there is a 
downside to having open fires, which 
many not only use to warm up a home and 
create a relaxing ambience, and the num¬ 
ber of people using open fires growing. 

And across England, fire crews attend 
about 6,000 chimney fires a year. 

Pete Buckingham, community safety 
adviser with Bedfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “Most chimney fires 
are preventable - and we want to help 
householders avoid it happening to their 
home.” 

The service has joined forces with the 
National Association of Chimney Sweeps 
and HETAS (Heating Equipment and 
Testing Approval Scheme) as part of 
National Chimney Fire Safety Week, to 
urge householders to ensure their chim¬ 


ney is safe and to have their chimney 
swept by a registered chimney sweep. 

Mr Buckingham added: “With the cold¬ 
er, winter months looming, people will 
soon begin to start using open fires and 
their chimneys again. 

“So our message to householders is 
this: in order to keep yourself, your fami¬ 
ly and your home safe from fire, you need 
to take necessary steps, such as ensuring 
your chimney is swept regularly, depend¬ 
ing upon what fuel you burn. 

“We would also urge all householders to 
have a working smoke alarm in their 
home, regardless of whether your home 
has an open fire or not.” 

Martin Glynn, president of the National 
Association of Chimney Sweeps (NACS) 
said: “All chimneys and flue-ways should 
be cleaned and checked during the sum¬ 
mer months to ensure they’re free from 
debris and in full working order before 
the heating season. 

“A blocked or defective chimney can 
cause both chimney fires and carbon 
monoxide poisonings so it’s very impor¬ 
tant to employ a professional qualified 
Chimney Sweep such as those certified 
by NACS.” 


SAFETY TIPS 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has issued four tips for 
householders to ensure they have 
safer chimneys: 

■ Always use a fire guard to protect 
against flying sparks from hot embers 

■ Make sure embers are properly put 
out before you go to bed 

■ Keep chimneys and flues clean and 
well maintained, having them swept 
regularly - by a registered chimney 
sweep. 

■ Always ensure that you have a 
working smoke alarm and test it each 
week. 

The recommended schedule for hav¬ 
ing chimneys swept depends on the 
fuel used in the open fire, as follows: 

■ Smokeless coals - at least once a 
year 

■ Wood - up to four times a year 

■ Bituminous coal - twice a year 

■ Oil/gas - once a year

Fraudster has to pay 
back £3.7k benefits

A WOMAN has been given a four 
weeks suspended sentence after 
being found guilty of falsely 
claiming benefits. 

Sharron Poynter, 45, of 
Kensington Close, Houghton 
Regis, pleaded guilty to dishon¬ 
estly failing to notify Central 
Bedfordshire Council of her mar¬ 
riage in 2009. Her sentence is sus¬ 
pended for six months. 

Mrs Poynter’s change in marital 
status affected her entitlement to 
housing benefit and council tax 


benefit and as a result, subse¬ 
quently received money she was 
not entitled to. 

She also admitted allowing a 
joint benefit claim form to be 
submitted to the authority, even 
though she knew the information 
contained in it, namely that her 
husband Mr Lee Poynter was not 
working when in fact he was 
employed, was false. 

In addition to the suspended 
sentence and curfew, Mrs Poynter 
will also have to repay the £3,757 
housing benefit and council tax 
benefit she unlawfully received, 
as well as pay costs of £250. 


Cllr Maurice Jones, executive 
member for corporate resources, 
said: “Benefits cheats take money 
away from those people who real¬ 
ly need it. This investigation 
clearly shows that we will not tol¬ 
erate abuse of the benefits system 
and will take appropriate action 
against those who do try to make 
a fraudulent claim. 

“While we take a hard line 
against anyone who falsely claims 
benefits, help is always available 
for people who are genuinely 
entitled to receive financial aid.” 

Mrs Poynter was also given a 
two-month curfew.

Carney has 
his contract 
terminated 

LUTON Town have ended the 
contract of first year professional 
Newman Carney. 

The 18-year-old, who had only 
signed a new deal during the close 
season, was released on 
Wednesday afternoon after he 
failed to turn up for training on a 
number of occasions. 

A statement on the club’s official 
website said: “Newman was 
included in the squad’s pre-season 
training camp in Portugal as a first 
team player. 

“He was subsequently not 
included in the team’s first pre¬ 
season fixture at Hitchin on July 16, 
before absenting himself from 
training without permission in the 
days following this fixture. 

“An unsuccessful trial at a Football 
League club followed - undertaken 
with the club’s permission at his 
request - before another period of 
absences from training followed. 

“The club tried to resolve the 
situation by asking Newman to 
commit fully to playing and training 
for the club. 

“This offer was rejected and 
despite other attempts to loan 
Newman out to various clubs, no 
resolution could be found to the 
dispute, culminating in the decision 
to cancel Newman’s professional 
playing contract. 

“Luton Town are extremely 
disappointed in the actions of such 
a young player who has come 
through the club’s academy since 
the age of 12. 

“The club has tried everything in 
its power to resolve the dispute to 
allow Newman to pursue his career 
at Luton Town with the potential of 
an initial loan spell at another club 
to further his experience, but it was 
not to be. 

“Therefore, reluctantly, the club 
has been left with no option other 
than to terminate Newman’s 
contract with immediate effect. 
Luton Town would like to wish 
Newman a successful future 
career.”
